On December /T9, 1962, LOMBERTOYDIAZ% RODRIGUEZ, 
4390 N. W. 2nd Street, telephone HIghland 32398, advised 
that he was formerly ‘a senator and. Minister..of..Interior 
in Cuba prior to thé present Cuban Government. DIAZ 
advised he owns a twenty-eight foot cabin cruiser type 
of boat named "Jackson," which is located at a fishing 
camp at Key Largo, Florida. He also owns a sixty-two foot 
fishing-type boat, which is very strong, seagoing, and has 
a Diesel engine; .it is completely outfitted with modern 
radio equipment, and can serve as a broadcasting station. 
This boat's name is "Cacique,"i It is located in the Miami 
River, and has participated in the past in clandestine 
missions to Cuba by Cuban refugees in Miami. The "Cacique" 
also participated in the April 17, 1961, invasion of Cuba, 
and is equipped with tanks capable of carrying 3,000 
gallons of gasoline.
